Letters from Paris, of the 26th of November, pofitively af 
fare, that peace would have been figned a fortnight ago, € 
Britain had preferred peace to every other confideration ; for 
it refted folely with Britain whether the war fhould be conti- 
nued or not. St Lucia, in the Welt Indies, might have been 
the price of peace, if Britain had been inclined to reftore it to 
France : The French Minifters knowing that Martinique coulé 
never be without a curb, while Se Lucia remained in the hands 
of an enemy, peremprorily infilted that the latter fhould be a- 
gain put under the dominion of France ; bat the Britifh Cabi- 
net, knowing the great confequence of St Lucia as a curb on 
Martinique, as peremptorily refufed to part with it. The 
French relaxed in their tone, when they found the Britifh de- 
termined, and offered St Vincent’s in exchange for it; but the 
Britith Minifter remained inflexible; howevers in confequence 
of fome conceffions in another quarter, the latter offered to give 
up St Lucia, on condition that Grenada and St _Vincent’s 
fhould be given in exchange ; to this the French Cabinet would

st SINCE the clofe of the laft Seffions, I tmve employed my 
whole time in the care and attention which the important and 
critical conjundture of public affairs required of me. 

‘I Jott no time in giving the neceilary orders to prohibit the 
further profecution of offentive war upon the cuntinent of North 
Ausrica. Adopting, as my inclination will always lead me to 
do, with decifion and effe&t, whatever 1 colle& to be the 
fenfe of my Parliament and my people; I have pointed all my 
views and meafures, as well in Europe as in North America, 
to an entire and cordial reconciliation with thofe Colonies. 

*¢ Finding it indifpenfible to the attainment of this objea, I 
did not hefitate to go to the full length of the powers velted in 
me, and offered to declare them free-and Independent States 
by an article to be inferted in the treaty of peace. Provifional 
articles are agreed upon, to take effeet whenever ternis of peace 
fhall be finally fettled with the Court of France. 

‘In thus admitting their feparation from the Crown of thefe 
kingdoms, I have facrificed every confideration of my Own, to 
the wifbes and opinion of my people. I make it my humble 
and earneft prayer to Almighty God, that Great Britain may 
not feel, the evils which might refult from fo great a difmember. 
ment of the Empire; and, that America may be free from 
thofe calamities, which have formerly proved in the ‘Mother 
Country, how effential monarchy is to the enjoyment of contti- 
tutional liberty. Religion —Janguage—interelt—affe@ions 
may, and I hope will yet prove a bond of permanent union be- 
tween the two countries: ‘Io this.end, ‘neither attention nor 
difpofition thal] be wanting gh my part. 

Pin While I have earefully abfiained from all offenfve Opera- 
tions againft America, I have directed my whole force by 
Jand and fea againft the other powers at war, with as much 
vigour, as the fituation of that force, at the commencement of 
the campaign, would permit. I truft that you feel the advanta- 
ges refulting from the fafety of the great branches of our trade. 
You muft have feen with pride and fatisfaction the gallant de- 
Fente of the Governor and the Garrifon of Gibraltar; and my 
flect, after having effected the object of their deftination, of- 
fering battle to the combined farce of France and Spain, on 








their owh coafts ; thofe of my kisgdonts have remained at the 
fame time perfectly fecure, and your domettic tranquillity un- 
interrupted. ‘This refpeétable ftate, under the blefling of God, 
I attribute to the entire confidence which fubfiits between me 
and my people, and:to the readinefs which has been thewn by 
my fudjects ia my city of Londou, and in other parts of = 
kingdoms, to ftand forth in the general defence.

‘The honourable 
gentleman obferved, that he had received.a letter from a gen- 
tleman of difti~S+—- += D+--eey- wherein te complimented 
a.0ra riowe for having atchieved the moft glorious exploit that 
could pofhbly be found in the annals of our country. 

- Governor Foh nfton arofe and faid, that in regard to the en- 
comiums which the honourable gentlemen had paffed on a cer- 
tain naval commander, he wifhed they had been, founded as 
much in propriety and judgment, asthe compliment wag in elo- 
quence. He did not mean to detraét from the noble Lord’s 
merits ; but he would not agree with the honourable gentle.

fengers and crew were faved by boats from the fhore.
